^  Named  for  the  author  of  'Two  Yeai-s  Before  The  Mast,"  who 
was  an  early  visitor  to  Verba  Buena  Cove,  this  well-designed, 
balconied  22-stoi7  residential  building  wall  contain  a  variety  of 
studio  and  one  and  two-bedroom  apartments.  It  will  face  on  Custom 
House  Plaza  on  Battery  Street,  and  on  Boston  Ship  Plaza  toward 
the  Bay, 

Most  apartments  in  The  Richard  Heni-y  Dana  will  have 
panoramic  \iews;  othei*s  will  look  out  over  landscaped  plaza  and 
terrace  areas.  Each  has  a  balcony  or  a  garden  ten-ace,  with  a 
sliding  glass  door  from  the  living  room.

MACONDRAY  HOUSE 


These  two  elegant  25-story  tower  apartment  buildings  are 
named  for  two  early  San  Franciscans  who  contributed  much  to 
the  building  of  the  City  in  the  days  when  the  Boston  ships  carried 
most  of  the  trade  of  our  port. 

0  Each  floor  in  Buckelew  House  and  Macondray  House,  except 
the  top,  will  contain  eight  apartments,  varying  in  size  from  one 
to  two  bedrooms.  Luxurious  three-bedroom  penthouse  apartments 
will  occupy  the  top  floors.  The  balconies,  which  add  space  and 
openness  to  each  apartment,  give  variety  to  the  exterior  appear- 
ance of  the  towers.  The  sweeping  views  from  most  apartments  are 
towai-d  the  Bay  or  out  onto  the  City's  many  hills.  The  view  from 
the  lower  floors  is  intimate,  into  and  onto  the  nearby  trees  and 
patterned  parks  and  terraces. 

0  Here  is  sophisticated  urbanity  at  its  very  best -the  kind  of 
living  that  many  San  Franciscans  hold  dear. 


GARDEN  TOWN  HOUSES 


^  Only  thirty-eight  of  these  smart  two-stoiy  garden  town  houses 
are  being  built  now  in  The  Golden  Gateway.  These  are  indi\adual 
houses  with  private  garden  terraces,  containing  two,  three  and 
four  bedrooms,  and  two  and  a  half  bathrooms.  Each  garden  town 
house  has  a  fireplace.
